QUESTION: What shall I do 
abcut dandruff?

ANSWER: Dandruff is a result 
usually of an eczema of the 
ecaly. It can be-helped by a 
cnieful weekly shampoo. After 
crying the hair, a little crude 
oil should be rubbed into the 
scalp. Do not wet the hair 
every day; only when taking a 
shampoo. Do not expose hair to 
direct sunlight for long inter- 
yals and do not use stiff brush 
or comb, Frequent shampooing 
thoroughly and carefully done, 
much brushing no tight hat 
bands and general care of health 
helps to prevent baldness. Your 
physician can give you injec- 
tions of a solution of anterior 
Pituitary gland which prevents 
boldness in many cases. All civ- 
ilized races seem to suffer about 
equally from baldness.
